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Science may y et prov ide a solution to city 
congestion, 
rush-hour 
traffic 
and 
the 
scramble that comes when too many people 
try to get to downtown jobs at the same 
time. The solution may lie, not in better 
way s to handle traffic*, but in way s to av oid 
hav ing traffic at all. 
This conundrum is not as difficult as it 
sounds. The traffic problem may simply be 
by -passed by arranging for many workers 
to be able to stay at home and do their 
work at long range. As a starter, ex ecutiv es 
may be able to keep in touch with one an­ 
other v ia two-way TV communication and 
data processing machines. 
This possibility is raised by William L. 
Libby J r., a doctoral candidate at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Chicago’s Graduate School of 
Business. "The only reason to go to work,” 
say s Libby in what seems like a burst of 
ov er-simplification, “ is face-to-face conv er­ 
sation.” He say s that people thus eon- 
v ersing can sense each others’ unspoken at­ 
titudes, but he adds that this could be done 
with elased-circuit telev ision. 
Employ es could liv e any where, say s Lib­ 
by , with pay based on performance rather 
than hours spent at work. He foresees that 
shopping also could be done by telev iewers, 
with salesmen and buy ers doing business 
without leav ing home. 
That might go a long way s toward solv ­ 
ing the traffic problem, all right. But has 
Libby considered all the implications? If a 
man stay ed at home all day he would hav e 
to bo isolated from his wife or she would 
not be conv inced he was really working 
and would want him to go to the store for 
a loaf of bread or to drop off a dress at the 
cleaners. And how could he .surv iv e with­ 
out those office coffee breaks?

KIDDING ON THE LEVEL 
The precocious political plans of some 
Massachusetts teen-agers appear to hav e 
been nipped in the bud. 
The y oungsters— including a girl—de­ 
cided to inn for the .state’s House of Rep­ 
resentativ es on the basis of a loophole they 
found in the law which neglected to place an 
age limitation on independent candidates. 
But the Massachusetts secretary of state 
has dug up a 19 19 ruling which say s that 
"only members of the electorate, those of 
v oting age, can serv e in electiv e office.” 
In other words, the kids could conceiv ­ 
ably be elected but couldn’t take office— not 
for fiv e y ears, any way . 
State officials hav e been notably ill-hu­

the deficiency in the law so that it could be 
rectified.) 
In v iew of all the concern these day s ov er 
teen-age morality , v andalism, lack of pur­ 
pose and so on, it seems these kids ought to 
be praised rather than censured for taking 
such an activ e interest in politics.

How many don’t ev en 
bother to v ote? 


I f the Shoe Fits 


BOSTON 
It is a piece of rare good lu ck to 
come u pon George Nickerson and the discovery 
he m ade 150 years ago. For some reason we do 
not fu lly u nderstand. e\ idence from last y ear or 
the y ear b efore never helps jou r argu m en t as 
mu ch as an event whose anniversary is divisib le 
b y 50. 
Bu t it explains why school children are made 
to read the w orks of Ju liu s C aesar instead of 
the letters of W arren G. Harding, even thou gh he 
was an American. 
Anyway, in 1814, George Nickerson, a Boston 
shopkeeper, had a heated discu ssion w ith his wife J 
and afterw ard took tracings of hts feet to his 
cob b ler.

And in the second place, his idea did not catch 
on for another 35 years, long enou gh for many

Bu t we do think Nickerson is w orthy of con­ 
siderab le honor for having noticed that there was 
a difference b etween his left foot and his right 
foot, thu s m aking it mu ch more com fortab le tor a 
man to pu t his foot down and a whole lot easier 
to follow in great m en’s footsteps. 
This, we think, is a really b asic discovery and 
not to b e com pared with the law' of gravity, say, 
as Newton did not notice it u ntil it hit him on the 
head.

Publication

pecially of tho surgeon general’s report last 
J anuary , has focused intense light on an 
apparent link between lung cancer and 
cigarette smoking. 
There is widespread 
awareness that the number of lung cancer 
deaths is six times higher than it was two 
decades ago. 
These disheartening facts are tempered 
somewhat by the disclosure of May o Clinic 
surgeons that there also has been a notable 
rise in the percentage of lung cancer pa­ 
tients "cured” — that is, enabled to surv iv e 
for fiv e y ears or more—by surgery . The 
man reason appears to be that, because of 
greater awareness of the disease, patients 
are coming in earlier for treatment. 
The rise in "cures” is encouraging, but 


i in a sense it also is misleading. For lung 
cancer cases are still on the increase. It is 
still as important as ev er to av oid the 
habit which studies hav e now clearly iden­ 
tified as a principal cause of this terrible 
disability .

Science may yet provide a solution to city 
congestion, 
rush-hour 
traffic 
and 
the 
scramble that comes when too many people 
try to Ket to downtown jobs at the same 
time. The solution may lie, not in bend­ 
ways to handle traffic, hut in ways to avoid 
having traffic at all. 
This conundrum is not as difficult as it 
sounds. The traffic problem may simply be 
by-passed by arranging for many workers 
to be able to stay at home and do their 
work at long range. As a starter, executives 
may lie able to keep in touch with one an­ 
other via two-way TV communication and 
data processing machines. 
This possibility is raised by William L. 
Libby Jr., a doctoral candidate at the Uni- 
vei-sity of Chicago’s Graduate School of 
Business. "The only reason to go to work,” 
says Libby in what seems like a burst of 
over-simplification, "is face-to-face conver­ 
sation." He lays that fieople thus con- 
vei-sing can sense each othors’ unspoken at­ 
titudes, but he adds that this could be done 
with closedcircuit television. 
Employes could live anywhere, says Lib­ 
by, with fay lased on perfonnancc rather 
than hours s|>ent at work. Ile foresees that 
shopping also could be done by televiewers, 
with salesmen and buyers doing business 
without leaving home. 
That might go a long ways toward solv­ 
ing the traffic problem, all right. But has 
Libby considered all the impi ira tioas? If a 
man staves! at home all day he would have 
to la isolatcxl from his wife or she would 
not la convinced he was really working 
and would want him to go to the store for 
a loaf of bitad or to drop off a dress at the 
cleaners. And how could he sui*vive with­ 
out those office coffee breaks?

If the Shoe Fits 


BOSTON 
It is a piece of rare rot Hi luck to 
come upon George Nickerson and the discovery 
he made 150 years ago. For some reason we do 
not fully understand, evidence from last year or 
the year belute never helps your argument as 
much as an event whose anniversary is divisible 
by 50. 
But it explains why school children are made 
to read the works of Julius Caesar instead of 
the letters of Warren G. Harding, even though he 
was an American. 
Anyway, in 1814, George Nickerson, a Boston | 
shopkeeper, had a heated discussion with his wife 
and afterward took tracings of his feet to his 
cobbler. 
Nickerson’s diary does not record the argu­ 
ment he had with his wife. Rut for the first time 
in this country there was a left shoe and a right 
shoe. Until that time. as far as we can discover, 
both shoes were made on the same last as it did 
not matter if the shoe was on the other foot. 
Now, we are not nominating this invention or 
its inventor for a national monument. In the 
first place, we feel it is unreasonable to suppose 
that Nickerson was the first man in American 
history whose loft foot was shaped differently 
I mm his right. But even if it were true (these 
things have to start someplace! 
the tv pc of 
monument required would not add much to a pub­ 
lic park. 
And in the second place, his idea did not catch 
on for another 35 years, long enough for many 
I people to have made the same discovery in­ 
dependently. 
But we do think Nickerson is worthy of con­ 
siderable honor for having noticed that there was 
a difference between his left foot and his right 
foot. thus making it much more comfortable for a 
man to put his foot down and a whole lot easier 
to follow in great men's footsteps. 
This, we think, is a really basic discovery and 
not to be compared with the law of giavity, say, 
as Newton did not notice it until it hit him on the 
head. But 
what 
makes Nickerson’s discovery 
I truly great is the fact that he noticed the differ­ 
ence. whereas his cobbler did not. 
Well, it is quite easy to find examples of this 
sort in history, although not always with anni­ 
versaries divisible by 50. 
W e can, however, cite the case of William 
Banting, an obese london undertaker whose wife 
drove him from doctor to doctor in an effort to 
find a way to reduce. 
Kxactly IOO years ago this summer, his latest 
doctor went 
to Scotland on vacation, freeing 
Banting to discover the reducing diet named after 
I him in the dictionary

We do not find it imfxirtant that both of these 
great discoverers had trouble with their wives.
